Lupton, in answer to inquiries made 
by the State Department at Washing- 
ton, telegraphed from Messina that 
the house of the “Little Sisters of the 
Poor” was destroyed. Two of the sie 
ters—Natallia San Fillippa and Giue+ 
seppa Bion Giovianna—were killed, 
The others, twenty-four in number, 
are desirous of going to Milan, but 
whether they can do so is uncertain. . 

Rear-Admiral Sperry, commander of 
the American battleship fleet, has no- 
tified the authorities here that he will 
be in Naples on January 10 with the 
first squadron, composed of the Con- 
necticut, Vermont, Minnesota and Vir- 
ginia. 

MORE SHOCKS AT REGGIO. 

The last news from Reggio shows 
that earthquakes occurred today, the 
shocks being about twenty minutes 
apart. One of the heavy shocks 
caused the collapse of a number of 
broken walls and added to the ter- 
ror of the few survivors who remained 
here.

Farmers at Stockton Are Pleased 
With Conditions and 
Prospects.

Another matter that has prevented 
the department from securing the best 
results has arisen from the present 
method of paying employés other than 
those mentioned by the statute. At 


| present their claims are prepared by 


the department and forwarded to the 
institution for which the work is be- 
ing done. At a subsequent meeting 
of the managers or trustees such claims 
are allowed. This all requires time, 
and w work is only partially com- 
pleted t delays sometimes cover 
months. All this is most unsatisfac- 
tory. It can be obviated by creating 
a revolving fund of $10,000 for the pay- 
ment of employés at stated intervals, 
such fund to be replenished by the 
payment of the amounts due for labor 
upon public work into the State treas- 
ury to the credit of this fund by the 
institution owing the Ame. 
RAILROAD REGULATION. 

Our State has not kept pace with 
the majority of the States of the 
Union in the enactment of laws regu- 
lating railroads and their business as 
common carriers. 

Section 21, article XII of the Con- 
stitution, provides that “no discrim- 
ination in charges or facilities for 
transportation shall be made by any 
rallroad or other transportation com- 
pany between places or persona, or in 
the facilities for the transportation 
of the same classes of freight or pas- 
sengers within this State, or coming 
ing into any other State.” 


That 8 vision of the Constitu- 
tien might properly enforced, the 
framers of it, by section 22 of the 


same article, created a Board of Rat- 
road Commissioners and vested n with 
certain powers. This section provides 
that “said commissioners shall have 
the power, and it shall be their duty 
to establish rates of charges for the 
transportation of passengers and 
freight by railroad or other trans- 
portation companies, and publish the 
same from time to time with such 
changes as they may make. 
Any railroad corporation or trans- 
portation company which shall fall or 
refuse to conform to rates as 
shall de established by such commis- 
sioners, or shall charge rates in ex- 
cess thereof, shall be fined,” etc. 

The foregoing provisions of the Con- 
stitution are very broad, and if prop- 
erly enforced would settle most of the 
complaints now existing and being 
made against railroads and trans- 
portation companies doing business in 
this State. If our present laws do not 
meet the conditions existing. that is, 
if they are not broad and far-reaching 
enough to prevent rebates and dis- 
criminations, then under the Constitu- 
tion the Legislature has the power to 
enact laws that will. 

Bection 24, article 12, provides that 
“the Legislature shail pase all laws 
necessary for the enforcement of the 
provisions of this article.” Notwith- 
standing this mandate of the Consti- 
tution, no act of the Legisiature has 
been passed since the adoption of the 
Constitution, except one approved 
April 15. 1888, entitled “An act to or- 
ganize and define the powers of the 
Board of Ratlroad Commissioners.” 
This act is entirely insufficient. It 
does but little more than to organize 
the board, fix the salaries of the mem- 
bers, and of the secretary, balliff and 
stenographer, locating its office in San 
Francisco, and providing for its meet- 
ings. The other provisions of the act 
have proven to be inadequate to af- 
ford sufficient relief or grant an ade- 
quate remedy rebating and 
discriminations in the past, which is 
claimed to have been carried on by 
common carriere in this State. The 
act should therefore be amended, or 
entirely repealed. and a new an 
passed to take itm. place, which will 
contain the necessary provisions to 
meet the requirements of the Const!- 
tution, and put an effectual stop to 
rebating discriminations that 
might hereafter r. The acts con- 
stitutin and rebates 
should clearly fined and prohib- 
ited, and @ penalty attached sufficient 
to prevent the same, such penalty to 
be applied alike to the company and 
to the shipper, for one who knowingly 
receives any advantages or favors 
which are not equally extended to 
other shippers, and nich the law 
prohibits, should be held equally 
guilty with one who grants them. 

PUNISHMENT FOR VIOLATION, 

The violation of the law should be 
punished by fine or imprisonment, or 
by both, The law should be » 
drawn that an offense of rebating ts 
committed when it appears that 
freight has been shipped at a cost 
less than the published rates. This is 
important because it may be impor- 
sible to secure any other evidence to 
show that a person has received fa

A sched- 
vie of rates to be charged by tsans- 
portation companies should be sted 
in a conspicuous place in the office of 
the commissioners, where the public 
can have free access to it. The rates 
to be fixed should be fair, just and 
reasonable, affording a reasonable re- 
turn to the companies for services 


rendered, and when so established 
should be asatrictly observed by the 
companies. 


The question of transportation is a 
most important one in this State, and 
as our country develops, our popula- 
tion increases and our commerce ex- 
pands, it will be one of the greatest 
problems our people will have to deal 
with. Our railroads are great factors 
in the development of the resources of 
our State. They bring communities 
together so they can quickly and 
cheaply do business with each other. 
They are common carriers whore duty 
it is to extend to one citizen the same 
advantages in shipping as are extended 
to others, and the public should at 
all times be in their confidence. Nut 
this cannot be if secret rebates are 
to be given to a favored few, nor if 
facilities in transportation are to be 
grant to one and withheld from an- 
other. A common carrier possessing 
certain franchises and privileges grant- 
ed by the sovereign power of a State, 
which others do not enjoy. is a public 
servant whose duty it is to serve ev- 
ery member of the public alike, and no 
favors or advantages should be extend- 
ed to one which others are not to re- 
ceive, as this will give the favored 
ene an undue advantage over his com- 
petitor in business which he ought not 
to enjoy. The question of passes or 
free transportation should be covered 
by preper restrictions along the lines 
followed by Congress in the recent 
amendments to the Interstate Com- 
merce Act. During the last few years 
there has been an abundance of leg- 
islation passed in the different States 
and by the national government regu- 
lating railroads and their charges, and 
from these many acts it will be an 
easy matter to formulate a bill which 
will accomplish everything sought for, 
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GOOD ROADS. 

For some time there has been an 
agitation in this State in favor of 
good roads, and I believe that the sen- 
timent of the people today strongly 
favors the construction of a system 
of State highways running through the 
center of the State and along the 
coast, connecting all the counties and 
principal centers of population. There 
is no State in the Union that would 
derive a greater benefit from a system 
of good roads than California. We 
are engaged in raising products that 
require great re in transportation. 
Our fruit is easily injured, and to 
prevent bruising and great damage 
good smooth roads should be con- 
structed over which to transport it to 
the markets of the State, or to the 
railroads for shipment. No State can 
be more favorably situated than ours 
for such a system, and no place offers 
greater advantages. Starting from the 
north a road can be built through the 
great Sacramento and San Joaquin 
Valleys, connecting with San Fran- 
cisco, and also crossing the moun- 
tains to Los Angeles. From this city 
to the east 
an sou ouching all important 
places, and down the coast to San 
Diego. Another road can start from 
Los Angeles and pass along the coast, 
traversing the Salinas and Santa Clara 
Valleys and continuing north through 
the bay counties and along the nortn- 
ern coast to the Oregon line. Such a 
system of highways will -reach the 
most important and most populous 
parte of the State. They will develop 
the country through which they pass 
— great inducement to 

rs locate along their route 
build homes. — 

There is no way of estimating the 
great advantages of such a system, 
and the part it will play in the devel- 
opment of the rural portions of our 
State, and the increased wealth it will 
add to the sections through which it 
passes. The conditions for construct- 
ing and maintaining such highways 
are very favorable. The climate i« 
all that can be desired: there is no 
frost and frozen earth to contend with. 
the soil is all that can be asked for. 
and there is an abundance of good 
rock and plenty of cheap oil to build 
the very best of roads. Such a sys- 
tem of roads would annually induce 
thousands of tourists to visit our 
State for the pleasures of automobil- 
ing. No country in the world offers 
such opportunities and advantages for 
this pleasure as our State does. There 
are no storms, no rough and unset- 
tiled weather, but from spring until 
late in the fall there is constant sun- 
shine and baimy air. The tourist can 
ride for miles through our orange 
groves, our vineyards,. our orchards 
bearing fruit of every kind, through 
our beautiful valleys, along the coast 
and shores of the ocean, into our im- 
meme forests, and I stly to the vo- 
emite and across the mountains to 
Tahoe. Many, on such trips, would be 
impressed with the wonders and beauty 
of our State, and would invest here 
and make their homes among us, 
adding largely to our wealth and - 
Wation. That such a system will be 
of great advantage to our State no 
one can well deny. If we wait for 
our counties to build a system of good 
roads many years must pass, and 
when completed the roads wif not be 
uniform and many go where they 
should, but might along some 
leas desirable route, because some in- 
terested Supervisor wanted them there. 
If the State undertakes to build the 
roads they will be completed within 
a reasonable time, constructed of good 
material, the work 
charge of skilled and experienced road 
builders, and will be laid out along the 
most favorable route without regard 
to individua) interests. To build such 
a system of roads will require the ex- 
penditure of about $18,000,000. This 
amount can be raised by a State bond 
issue, and it can be «o arranged that 
the principal shall be paid by the 
State and the interest by the counties 
through which the highway passes, 
based upon the exact amount of 
money expended in that county for 
the construction of such highway. 
The supervision and maintenance of 
the roads, when completed, should al- 
ways be under State rol to insure 
necessary repairs and ‘to maintain 
them in a proper and suitable’ condi- 
tion. The question of bonding should 
be submitted to a vote of the people. 
and I recommend that legislation for 
that purpose be enacted. The State 
will never feel the burden of the 
bonds, and the wealth which such a 
system will directly add to our State 
will far exceed the amount invested, 
to say nothing of the great advan- 
tages such highways will be to our 
people. The necessary legislation to 
carry out the building of such a sye- 
tem will be submitted to you for your 
consideration and you will be asked to 


whole question to the voters of the 
State for their approval. 
BANKS DURING PANIC. 

During the summer and fall of 1907 
a money stringency existed all over 
the country and was also felt largely 
in foreign nations. It came at a time 
when the country was apparently in a 
most prosperous condition, when the 
people were well to do, when all lines 
of industry were active and large re- 
turns were being received from abun- 
dant crops of every character. Our 
State was affected equally with other 
places, and we found ourselves with- 
out sufficient funds to carry on our 
ordinary business and none at all for 
new enterprises. Our money was 
locked up in the East and eastern 
bankers refused to return it to us. 
Several banking institutions of the 
State were forced to close their doors 
and their affairs ere now in the hands 
of a receiver and are being settled for 
the benefit of the depositors. In order 
to protect our banks and prevent great 
financial distress among the people it 
became necessary to declare a series 
of holidays, and finally to call an ex- 
tra session of the Legislature. At 
this session a joint committee, com- 
posed of members of the Senate and 
Assembly, was appointed to investi- 
gate the causes of this money strin- 
gency, and more particularly to ex- 
amine the banking laws of the State 
and to propose such amendments 
thereto as might be necessary. This 
committee has held meetings in differ- 
ent parts of the State, and has been 
greatly aided in its work by the leg- 
islative committee of the California 
Bankers’ Association. This joint com- 
mittee will present to the Legislature 
a draft of a bill to regulate the bus! 
ness of banking, which, if enacted into 
law, cure many of the evilé here- 
tofore: isting and will give to this 
Ante code of banking laws unex- 
celled ‘anywhere. 

Our State has been very backward 
in the enactment of laws affecting 
banking, and it is very important that 
this business, which means so much 
to the welfare and prosperity of a 
community, and which controls and 
handles the money of the people, shal! 
be so safeguarded and regulated by 
law that the depositor will be ftlly 
protected and the business and vari- 
ous enterprises of the State not in- 
jured by unnecessary bank failures. 

Every commercial bank, individual 
banker and every trust company doing 
a banking business should always have 
on hand, at all times, a sufficient re- 
serve in money to secure ita safety, 
and this reserve should be kept in the 
State and not sent abroad, as hag too 
often been the case. The present law 
requires that every commercial bank 
shall have always on hand an amount 
equal to lö percentum of its deposits, 
but there is no penalty provided for 
uus falling so to do. amount 
should be increased to at least 2 per 
dent., and a severe penalty imposed for 
ja violation of the law. During the

banks of the State had on hand as 
low as 5 per cent. of their deposits. 
and many had less than 15 per cent., 
as required by law—a most dangerous 
condition for any bank to be in, and 
one showing an utter disregard for the 
safe protection of its depositors. 

I have inquired of many of the lead- 
ing bankers of this State how large 
a percentage of the deposits should al- 
ways be kept on hand to insure safe 
and conservative banking, and their 
answers range invariably from 20 to 
M per cent. This being so, it is quite 
evident that 15 per cent. is entirely too 
amall. It is true that the laws of New 
York fix the amount at 15 per cent., 
but the laws of the United States res- 
ulating national banks fix the sum at 
25 per cent. in some cities and 20 per 
cent. in others. Twenty per cent. Is 
certainly small enough. and this gives 
to the banks 80 per cent. of the peo- 
ple’s money, together with their cap- 
ital stock and surplus, to 46 business 
on, and this should be sufficient. 

MUST BE SAFE. 

While we are enacting laws for the 
protection of the public, as well as for 
the security of the banks, we should 
do 80 along safe and conservative 
lines. As before stated, this reserve 
fund should be kept in this State and 
not deposited in Chicago, New York, 
or in some other city outside of the 
State, because the banker depositing 
it there can realize a good rate of in- 
terest thereon. This money is for the 
protection of the depositors, and should 
be where it can be reached upon short 
notice. At least three-fifths thereof 
should remain in the bank's vaults. 
and not more than two-fifths deposited 
in other banks in thie State, and only 
then in such banks approved by the 
superintendent of banks as a deposi- 
tary of lawful money reserve; and 
such bank should be required to have 
on hand at all times not lese than 25 

r cent. of its deposits, txclusive of 

ata county, and municipal deposits. 

One of the great evils in banking has 
been the loaning of the funds of the 
bank to its officers and employés. To 
this practice can be traced the cause 
of most bank failures. No money of a 
Hank should be loaned to any of its 
salaried employés, and the making of 
such a loan should be penalized, and 
the directors who consented thereto, or 
acquiesced therein should be held per- 
sonally responsible therefor. 

I do not believe that it would be 
good policy to enact a law absolutely 
prohibiting a bank from loaning money 
to any of its directors, because this 
would tend to keep our most progres- 
sive and best business men off the 
beard of directors, and the business of 
banking would be injured thereby; but 
such restrictions should be placed 
around such a loan as will fully pro- 
tect the bank from loss, and the 
amount which such an officer can bor- 
row should be limited to a certain per 
cent. of the bank's paid-up capital and 
surplus. If loans are to be made to 
the directors of a bank, or to a stock- 
holder owning at least one-third of the 
capital steck, then such a joan should 
be reported at once to the superintend- 
ent of banks, together with a list of 
the securities given by the borrower. 
If the superintendent shall deem the 
securities ineufficient, he may require 
other security to be given, and if this 
is not done he should have the power 
to require the loan to be called in at 
once and canceled. The superintendent 
should also have the authority to re- 
quire every officer and director of a 
bank borrowing money therefrom to 
submit to him a sworn statement of 
his assets and liabilities. 

Some limitations should be placed 
upon the amount of money any per- 
son, company, corporation. associa- 
tion or firm can borrow from a bank; 
otherwise a bank may have all of fits 
funds practically loaned to one con- 
cern, and if it becomes involved in 
losses or falls in business then the 
bank fals, too. No person or com- 
pany should be permitted to borrow 
altogether more than 25 per cent. of 
the capital stock of any bank actually 
paid in and surplus, and on all loans 
in excess of 16 r cent. thereof se- 
curity should be given worth at least 
16 per cent. more than the loan. If 

than such an amount is loaned, 
or if it is loaned upon security less in 
value than the loan, then the directors 
who permitted it or acquiesced there- 
in should be severally and jointly lia- 
ble for any loss which the bank might 
suffer therefrom. 

There are many important matters 
which are to be considered in draft- 
ing proper banking laws which can- 
not be considered in this message, 
and 1 trust that you will give the 
questions your most serious considera- 
tion, and enact only those laws which 
wilt be fair to all interests and which 
will give the -best protection possible 
to the depositor. Our State is badly 
in need of such legislation, and | shall 
expect good results from this session. 
j SCHOOL FOR ORPHANS. 

One of the most important and se- 
rious questions confronting our State 
is the care, education and training of 
our orphan and dependent children. 
There are now in orphan asylums 
about 5000 children, and outside of 
asylums and supported by boards of 
Supervisors about 2000 more. During 
the last four yeara the State has ex- 

nded for the support of these chil- 

ren an average of $432,792 per year. 
Under the law State ald ceases when 
the child reaches the age of fourteen, 
and the different institutions caring 
for them, no longer receiving this aid, 
naturally get rid of them as soon as 
poesible. Some find homes with good 
families, while many are left to drift 
about, caring for themselves as best 
they can. None of them have the age 
or experience to look out for them- 
selves properly, and they are easily 
led into ways of life that are bad 
for them, with the result that many 
of the giris find homes in Magdalen 
asylums, or worse places, while many 
of the boys are sent to reform schools 
or prisons, and once more a 
public charge. 

‘The State should do everything it 
can to help these unfortunate chil- 
dren, and make of them good and use- 
ful citizens. When a boy or girl 
reaches 14 years of age they ought 
not to be turned out into the world 
without friends, money, or advice, to 
commence the struggle of life alone, 
but should be placed in some inati- 
tution where an education can be se- 
evred and a trade or some useful 
occupation learned. 

In my Judgment the State ought to 
purchase a tract of good farming and 
dairying land, build thereon homes 
and schools for these children, teach 
the boys trades and instruct them ful- 
ly in agriculture, horticulture, and 
viticulture; instruct the girlie in do- 
mestic science and fit them for useful 
lives. Our State offers splendid op- 
pertunities to those who desire to en- 
gage in agricultural pureuite, and no 
greater service can be rendered these 
children than to educate them to ap- 
preciate country life, and to induce 
them to settle in rural districts and 
help to develop the wonderful re- 
sources of our rich valleys. The gels, 
after a four years’ course in domestic 
sciences can find employment any- 
where in good families, and with their 
training and experience will be well 
equipped to enter into the life of our 
State and perform their duties as 
servants or mothers. What we want 
is a high-class citizenship, and the 
foundation for thie is @ good educa- 
tion and the knowledge some use- 
ful employment. As ts we are 
doing our duty towa our own chil- 
dren in fitting them for life, and as a 
great State we will not be doing our 
duty unless we give to our orphan 
children that fostering care and edu- 
cation which will fit them for the re- 
sponsibilities of good citizenship.

OUR NAVIGABLE STREAMS. 

Ordinarily the improvement of «@ 
State's navigable bays and rivers ts 
carried on by the government, and 
this has been generally done in our 
State. But conditions may exist where 
it is for the best interests of the State 
to give assistance in this public work 
by offering to bear a portion of the ex- 
pense. Such a condition now exists 
in our State with reference to the 
Sacramento and San Joaquin Rivers. 
These two large streams form splen- 
did waterways for the great valleys 
which they drain, and every year are 
growing in importance from a com- 
mercial standpoint. Much work is re- 
quired to put them in a condition to 
properly carry the large tonnage whicn 
in a few years will be produced upon 
their very banks, and to so prepare 
them improvements should begin at 
once in deepening their channels, 
straightening their courses, and per- 
forming such other work as may be 
necessary to maintain and preserve 
such channels. 

The improvement of these streams 
will encourage the reclamation of 
thousands of acres of fertile lands ly- 
ing along their banks; and it may 
safely be said that by the time the riv- 
ers are 4 the adjoining lands 
will be reclaimed. This will add greatly 
te the wealth of our State, and will 
provide homes for thousands of tam 
ilies and wonderfully increase the pop- 
ulation of these valleys. Nowhere can 
richer and more fertile soil be found 
than that lying along the Sacramento 
and San Joaquin rivers; a soil capable 
of producing all kinds of cereals, vege- 
tables and fruits in large abundance, 
and here some day will be the most 
populous and wealthiest sections of 
our State. 

Sacramento and San Joaquin rivers 
will be the great arteries that will 
carry the commerce of this most pros- 
perous section tos the sea, and some 
— their capacity will be taxed in so 

oing. 

United States engineers have recom- 
mended that the improvement of 
these two rivers be carried on jointly 
with the State, and a bill is now 
pending in Congress appropriating the 
sum of $400,000 to be available upon 
the State appropriating a like amount.

This would provide a fund of $800,000 
to commence the work, and further

I trust that we may not be disap- 
pointed in this great public improve- 
ment. and that everything may de 
done on the part of the State 
to be done to accomplish the result de- 
sired. I know of nothing that can. 
bring ter returns to our State than 
the credging of these rivers and the 
reclamation of the thousands of acres 
of fertile soil which must inevitably 
fo!low this work. The scheme will be 
too large for the State alone to handle 
or for private parties to undertake, 
but can be easily accomplished when 
the Federal government, State ang pri- 
vate interests work together. 

BOARD OF EQUALIZATION. 

This board has compiled a very com- 
prehensive and statistical report touch- 
ing upon all matters falling under its 
jurisdiction. I particularly invite the 
attention of the Legislature to that 
portion of the report on the subject 
of equalization of county assessments, 
beginning on page 12. There is no 
doubt a great disparity exists in the 
assessments as between the several 
counties. This is fundamentally 
wrong. Each county should con- 
tribute ita just share of taxes for sup- 
_port of the State government, but to 
do this we must have equality and 
/uniformity of assessment. 1 am 
aware, also, that this board is seri- 
ously handicapped for funds with 
which to prosecute its work in collect- 
ing data in the several counties, and 
in proving the reporte of railroad 
companies made to the board. The 
board should be authorized by law to 
employ experts for these purposes and 
to pay them a reasonable compensa- 
tion for their services. I, therefore. 
recommend that the Legisiature make 
a reasonable appropriation for these 
purposes and place the same at the 
Cisposal of this board. 

REVISION OF REVENUE LAWS. 


In my thaugural message I urged 
upon the Legislature “the advisability 
of changing or amending our revenue 
laws and substituting a system whicl* 
is more modern and which will meet 
the conditions of today.” Pursuant 
to this suggestion the Legislature sub- 
mitted to the people an amendment 
to the Constitution of the State de- 
signed to separate State from local 
taxation as to sources of revenue. 
This amendment was carefully pre- 
pared by the State Commission on 
Revenue and Taxation, and would, in 
my opinion, have been approved by 
the ple had it been fully under- 
#t by them. It met with defeat 
by a narrow margin. 

The large vote in favor of this 
amendment, taken together with the 
statements made in the public. press 
and elsewhere by those opposed ® cer- 
tain features of the measure, shows 
conclusively that there is a widespread 
and Intense desire to get away from the 
old and unequal system of. taxation 
under which the people now suffer. 
Moreover, the essential feature of the 
amendment, namely, the selection of 
sources of revenue for the State, sepa- 
rate from those used by the local go- 
ernments, appears to have met with 
almost universal approval. In fact, 
a very large and influential group of 
opponents objected to the amendment 
on the ground that it did not expressly 
provide for complete and permament 
separation. It appears, therefore. that 
t an amendment to this end can be 
drafte.| which will eleminate some or 
all of those comparatively minor fea- 
tures contained in the old one, to 
which specific objections were raised, 
it will meet with the hearty approval 
of the people. While these objections 
may not be valid, they appear to be 
put forward in all sincerity, so that if 
they can be removed without sacri- 
ficing the main feature of the scheme, 
namely, separation, it may be wise to 
make such concessions. 

The necessity for this reform remains 
just as strong as ever. The farmers. 
especially, in many parts of the State, 
and to a lesser extent the small real 
estate owners In the cities, are stin 
heavily overtaxed. Many classes of 
corporations are very inadequately 
taxed, and there are glaring inequali- 
ties between different corporations in 
the same classe. The counties and cities 
are still hampered in their efforts to 
improve their local or home finances | 
by the necessity of always having to

NOT UNIVERSAL. 

Furthermore, the improvement is not 
universal. It is limited to some con- 
spicuous classes of corporations. Under 
the present system the banks are taxed 
unequally, one with another, and in 
many cases very inadequately. No 
remedy for this is possible without a 
constitutional amendment. It is — 
ly impossible, present sys- 
tem, to impose adequate taxes upon 
express companies, car companies, tele- 
graph and telephone companies, and 
the light, heat, and power companies. 
Nothing is clearer than that the busi- 
ness and property of these classes of 
corporations should be taxed as a unit. 
The attempt to assess 


scattered about in several! counties, re- 
sults in an assessment, ag if it were 
mere old junk, of property which when 
used by a going concern a far diff- 
erent value. 

It is my conviction that the system 
of taxation embodied in the amend- 
ment voted upon by the people at the 
last election would ‘have remedied 
these evils to a very large extent, and 
would have opened the way to still 
more effective reform in the future. 
This conviction is based upon the fol- 
lowing facts: 

First—Complete separation of State 
from local taxation would have been 
possible under this amendment, even 
the first year. That is to say. the 
sources of revenue set apart for the 
State would have yielded in 1908 over 
$7,500,000, and the ad valorem tax levy 
for that year was $7,188,799. Hence, if 
the new system had been in force in 
1908 no State tax levy on general prop- 
erty would have been necessary. 

Second—Very considerable relief 
would have been afforded the over- 
taxed farmer and small real estate 
owner, especially in those districts 
which had heretofore suffered most 
under the Inequalities of the old sya- 
tem. There would in 1998 have been 
an average saving of 18 cents per $100 
assess@i valuation in the county tax 
rates. If the State tax rate had been 


up to the normal of d cents, and if). 


complete separation had been 

the average saving to the small tax- 
payers would have been 28 cents in 
tax rate. 

In this connection it is permissible 
to digress long enough to point out 
that the State tax rate in 1908, 46 cents 
per $100, was the lowest adequate State 
tax rate in the history of the State. 
The only lower State tax rate ever 
levied was that of 1992, amounting to 
38.2, and that one was so inadequate 
that it left the cupboard absolutely 
bare and forced the government to all 
sorts of makeshifts to meet its obliga- 
tions. The low tax rate of 1968 is due 
to the wise economy exercised by the 
Legislature under my advice in mak- 
ing appropriations for the current. fis- 
cal year. Yet every branch of the 
State government has had sufficient 
funds for all necessary purposes. The 
Legisiature of 1907 and the executive 
departments may both take a pardon- 
able pride in this unsurpassed record 
of economy achieved without loss of 
efficiency.

NOT NEW SCHEME. 

Separation of State from local taxa- 
tion is not a new scheme in this coun- 
try. It has been tried out in many 
States, and others are moving in the 
same direction. The plan has the in- 
dorsement of the great National Tax 
Reform Association, which is com- 
posed of the leading tax experts in 
the country, together with the official 
representatives of the different State 
governments, Practical separation, in 
one form or another, has already been 
achieved in the following 
Pennsylvania, New York, New Jer- 
sey, Connecticut, Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, Ohio, Michigan, and Virginia, 
while Missouri, Louisiana, and 
eral others are moving in the same di- 
rection. The subjects selected for 
State taxation vary from State to 
State, and the methods of determin- 
ing the taxes to be paid by the sub- 
jects so selected vary also. Each 
State builds on its own historical foun- 
dations and develops a system suited 
to ite own peculiar conditions. 

The degree of separation attained 
differs also from State to State. In 
some it is complete, in others it is 
only partly so. A small tax on the 
subjects which contribute to the sup- 
port of local government is not re- 
garded as in any way lessening the 


advantages of separation. Thus Wis- 
consin boasts of being a ‘“taxiless 
State“ in the sense that individual 


property owners do not contribute to 
the support of the State government 


ciency. By my advice the State ' 
mission on Revenue and Taxation sent 
its secretary, and the State Board of 
Equalization likewise sent its secretary 
to St. Paul, Minn., and to Madison, Wi.

systema of those States. They returned, 
bringing a very glowing report of the 
success of the gross earnings tax in 
Minnesota, where it has been in opera- 
tion for meny ra.

EARNINGS TAX EXPLAIN®SD. 

The only Objection to the gross ¢ara- 
ings tax seems to be that the’ aver- 
age taxpayer and voter has difficulty 
in understanding that a gross earn- 
ings tax can be levied which is equiva- 
lent to the taxes levied on the bast« 
of a valuation of property. He is 
prone to demand that the same method 
of taxation and the same rates shall 
be applied to all classes of property. 
and fails to realise the great di Itty 
involved in making e valuation of such 
complex properties as those ysed by 
public tions. It ts

MORAL AWAKENING IS 
A SIGN 


OF HEALTH. 


UGUSTA (Ga.) Jan. 56.—To 
Protestant ministers of Georgia, 
President-elect Taft expressed to- 

day his views regarding the influence 

of the church upon civilization and its 
usefulness in aiding governmental de- 
velopments. 

Mr. Taft referred to the moral awak- 
ening during the last four years as 
an indication of the healthful state 
of American civilization. 

In his experiences in the North and 
South and in the Philippine Islands. 
he said, he had been able to study 
many different phases of civilization, 


especially in the matter of church in- 
fluences. 
“Leaving out the. distinctions of 


sect,” he continued, “the indispensa- 
ble presence of church influence in the 
improvement in our civilisation no 
one can be blind to who has shared 
in the slightest, the responsibility for 
government and the responsibility for 
improvement of a people, as I have 
done, That was a respoisibility ir 
respect to a race that is now in a 
State of Christian tutelage, and must 
be uplifted, in my judgment, by us 
and through our guidance, before we 


shall have discharged the obligations 
that Providence has thrust upon us. 
“And in the study of their develop- 
ment it has become known to me the 
enormo influence the church must 
exercise in order to make our progress 
there effective. The Roman Catholic 
church was there for years, and pre- 
served that state of Christian tutelage 
to which I have referred.

Some ore has been taken out, but the 
work has been mostly confined to 
blocking out ore. This will average 
$10 to the ton, free milling, and enor- 
mous quantities are said to be in 
sight. The properties adjoin those of 
the Picacho Basin Gold Mines Com- 
pany, have the same ore bodies and 
are a food low-grade proposition, ac- 
cording to mining men who have 
looked into it. 

Men are at work now in a forty- 
five-foot seam, which appears to be 
permanent and promises to be better 
at greater depth. On the West Cen- 
tral there are three shafts of 56, 100 
and 200 feet, and seven open cuts. 
Drifts will be run into the ore bodies 
at the 200-foot level. 

MILL NEARLY READY. 

The Picacho Basin Gold Mines Com- 
pany, which has twenty-two claims, 
will soon have ready for use its new 
mill. The former one was on the river 
and of 1000-ton capacity. The new 
one has a capacity of only 500 tons, 
but is equipped with modern machin- 
ery. It will start in February. The 
company is down 660 feet, with thous- 
ands of feet of underground workings 
and large bodies of free-milling ore, 
averaging $10, are in sight. It is a 
Close corporation which has been de- 
veloping for six or seven years. At the 
old mill over 200,06 tons were handled. 

The Picacho Basin and the Califor- 
nia Queen Mines companies are the 
only active ones in the district, which 
is comparatively new but gives prom- 
ise of great production. 


Strikes in Pioneer. 

Further reports of the big gold strike 
in the Pioneer mine, north of Beatty 
and Rhyolite, have been brought in 
by EK. W. Gillett, traffic manager of 
the Los Vegas and Tonopah Railroad, 
who arrived at the Hayward yester- 
day. He stated that quantities of ore 
had been found there which run into 
thousands of dollars to the ton. The 
ordinary ledges, he added, are running 
about $120. The mine is owned by 
the Tobin brothers of Denver, but J. 
R. Bryan has a lease on the property. 

In Durango. 
C. H. Thompson, manager of 


Capt. C, 
the Boca del Cobre mines in Durango, 


Mex., says that the property is being 
worked at the fifth level and that the 
incline shaft will be completed by 
March 1. From the last shipment to 
the Torreon smelier the returns were 
$106,351, Mexican money, or $52,675.50 
in American money. 

The captain stated that the Velar- 
dena smelter of the trust, which is 
close to the property, was to begin 
running to its full capacity on New 
Tears Day. Hitherto, only three fur- 
naces have been in use. Experiments 
with ol] fuel have been made, but ap- 
parently with little success. 

The independent smelter at Torreon 
ie running ite ten furnaces all the 
time. Capitalization was recently in- 
creased by 3,000,000 pesos. The man- 
agement is very popular with oper- 
ators because it pays cash for ore on 
receipt, while the other concerns fre- 
quentiy keep them waiting ninety 
days. Money is often advanced to 
customers. 

The Torreon establishment is owned 
by Mexican capitalists, who have 
received, it is said, several offers of 
purchase from the “trust,” but have 
refused them. 


Fight Over Zinc Duty. 

J. D. MeKenazie, a zinc producer of 
Chihuahua, Mex, who is visiting in 
this city, says that the operators of 
Mexico hope for a prompt decision by 
the United States District Court on 
appeals on the matter of import duties 
on their product. For several years 
they have been paying 20 per cent. ad 
valorem, under protest. They have 
obtained two decisions in their favor, 
but because of appeals the question 
may yet go to the Supreme Court. 
There is a duty imposed upon zinc, 
as such, but by a construction of law 
by the customs authorities, it is taxed 
under another classification, and this 
the Mexican producers are fighting. 

Mr. McKenzie is of the opinion that 
a duty will be imposed at this session 
of Congress, probably of 3-4 of a cent 
per pound. Should it be made too 
high, some of the ore may find a mar- 
ket in Europe. 

Mr. McKenzie says that it is sup- 
posed in Chihuahua that the deal for 
the purchase of the Santa Eulalia and 
Chihuahua Mining companies’ proper- 
ties, and the merging of them with 
the San Toy, initiated by Charles 
Schwab more than a year ago, is stil! 
under consideration. It is also com- 
monly reported in Chihuahua that the 
steel king is entirely out of the con- 
cern and that Donald B. Gillis, who 
was associated with him from the 
start, is in control, together with a 
Mr. Campbell, an eastern capitalist.

AKE HASTE SLOWLY. 

Again let us be fair and concede that there 
is great need of more ample school accommodation 
in Los Angeles. No one could recognize this fact 
more thoroughly, or acknowledge it more frankly, 
than The Times. 
lt is because we realize this necessity that we 
oppose the proposed school bond issue at this time. 
Our purpose is to get better results for the schools 
and more schools for the money. 

A few months ago we endorsed the application of 
thee School Board for money to meet the need of 
more schools. The Council generously gave the 
school department more money than asked for. 
The money was in hand; the need was pressing; 
the time passed; no schools. were built; the money 
war wasted in an extravagant 
manner. We charge the Board of Education with 
no dishonesty. Their shortcoming was merely nega- 
tive. But the result was as fatal to the schools as 
if the money had been diverted to private ends. 

Now we would postpone this bond issue, twice too 
large, not defeat it permanently. If the matter 
comes up again let the amount to be voted be seg- 
regated into portions which shall be applied to well- 
defined objects. Let so much be voted for high 
school purposes in a specific way, so that it shall go 
to provide so much more high school room, so much 
for equipment. Let a second sum be voted for the 
Polytechnic Schoo! in the same definite way. For 
grammar schools in fixed localities or at least with- 
in given bounds let such and such sums be voted. 
That is the right way to vote school bonds. That 
is the sure way to get the schools and to get them 
where they are needed. That is the way fire-house 
bonds, bridge bonds and other bonds are usually 
voted. The last money was voted the wrong way, 
It was a lump sum for new schools and their equip- 
ment. The school politicians got their hands on 
this money and it was diverted. 

Let us tie a good strong chain to the money next 
time and vote it in such a way that the person who 
wastes it, diverts it, cheats the children of their 
rights, shall be indictable for the offense. 

The report of the City Auditor shows that the 
cost of education under improper management has 
increased from $30.54 to $45.27 per capita in this 
city, and that of $250,000 voted to new schools 
only $60,000 was used at all, and that of this sum 
$52,000 went for increased rents for the superin- 
tendent’s quarters and for luxurious furniture. 

The City Auditor has demonstrated that the 
school management, which now aches to get its 
hands on $720,000 in one lump sum, is not worthy 
to be entrusted with such unlimited discrimination 
in handling the people’s money. 

This -is the question before the taxpayer today: 
Will you vote the enormous sum of $720,000 into 
the hands of the school management without any 
restrictions whatever as to how your money is to 


be spent or any binding assurances as to what 


you are to get for it? 


HE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 

Gov. Gillett has sent to the Legislature his 
first biennial message, which, although dealing 
with matters less important than the message of 
the President to Congress, is in a way quite as in- 
teresting to the people of California. 

The message opens with the excellent showing 
of the State treasury, which at the end of the last 
fiscal year had a balance of $7,305,045.96, of which 
sum $4,257,350 was loaned to various banks in the 
State, which paid for the use of the money a year- 
ly interest of about $85,000. 

The report upon State hospitals is not so satis- 
factory, showing an increase of patients in these 
institutions amounting to 565 in the two years, or 
an average annual increase of 282. The develop- 
ment of insanity in the State is disturbing. Since 
the census was taken the insane population in State 
hospitals has grown 24 per cent., against an esti- 
mated gain in population of 33 per cent. 

The Governor refers to the enormous cost of do- 
ing work in the State printing office when he took 
office. An investigation was ordered, which re- 
vealed antiquated conditions. Pretty nearly all of 
the type-setting was done by hand. The installation 
of a set of Mergenthaler type-setting machines re- 
sulted in a very great decrease in cost of work. 
The report of the Secretary of State is selected as 
an example; whereas the cost of that job in 1906 
was $9.06 per page, in 1908 it was reduced te 
$4.50 per page. The Governor urges attention to a 
demand to be made by the Superintendent of State 
Printing for further equipping the office with labor- 
saving machines in order to still further economize. 
A new building for the State printing office, as well 
as up-to-date machinery, is recommended. 

The State prisons have had considerable difficulty 
during the year from the falling off in the sale of 
jute bags made in these institutions, which left 
them a carry-over from last year of about 2,000,000 


bags. The reason was that the last Legislature 


passed a law “placing so many restrictions on the 
sale of bags that it is almost impossible to dispose 
of them. We believe the law defeats its own pur- 


Students of penology will be pleased to read that 
portion of the Governor’s message with reference 
to dealing with criminals. During his incumbency 
the system of placing prisoners on parole has been 
resorted to quite freely and the results are 
exceedingly satisfactory. Under the old system a 
man who served out his term was given a suit of 
clothes and $5 and then turned out into the world 
to shift for himself. Society’s hand was against 
him and every door was barred to him. Under the 
parole system he goes out relieved from this handi- 
cap. One paroled prisoner during the last two years 
has accumulated $3500 worth of property. Another 
has in bank $4500 of honestly-earned money. “The 
bank deposits of all paroled prisoners aggregate 
$39,776.03. Less than 10 per cent. have violated the 
parole since the adoption of this system, while 90 
per cent. have made good and are’ now conducting 
themselves as honest, upright and industrious men.” 
The message urges that the laws be further amend- 
ed, permitting more elasticity in putting prisoners 
on parole, particularly making it legal to parole 
those who are not first-termers, to which the sys- 
tem is.at present confined. Another recommenda- 
tion is that criminals held in county and city pris- 
cns be not subjected to the necessity of applying 
to the Governor for parole, he being too far removed 
to have exact knowledge of a given case. The sug- 
gestion is that the power of paroling be vested in 
boards of supervisors and municipal councils. Pos- 
sibly it might be found better to constitute a pa- 
role commission, consisting of three or five county 
judges. “ 

Gov. Gillett devotes a section of his message to 
railroads. He refers to the provisions of the State 
Constitution for the regulation of transportation 
companies and the inadequacy of such action as may 
be had in this direction by the railroad commission 
as at present constituted; he comments upon the 
failure of Legislatures to obey mandatory provisions 
of the Constitution, and urges that the present act 
should be amended or repealed and a new law 


passed, “which will contain the necessary pro- 


visions to meet the requirements of the Constitution 
and put an effectual stop to rebating and discrimi- 
„5 53 
violation of the law should be punished by fine, or 
imprisonment, or both. The laws should be so drawn 
that an offense of rebating is committed when it 
appears that freight has been shipped at a cost 
less than the published rates. This is important 
because it may be impossible to secure any other 
evidence to show that a person has received favors 
which are denied to others.“

agraphs on the railroads, and we hope that public 
prints which have grossly offended in this respect 
will be just enough to their own readers as well as 
to the Governor to give full publicity to this part 
of the message. 

The Govenror urges the undertaking by the State 
of a system of good roads, including three State 
highways from one end of the State to the other, 
which coupled with the work being done by the 
counties would give California one of the finest 
chains of roads enjoyed by the people of any State 
in the Union. The cost of such an undertaking is 
estimated at $18,000,000, 

The message urges the passage of a new State 
law governing banking. Gov. Gillett recites that he 
has entered into communication with many of the 
leading bankers of the State, who ali agree that 
banks should keep at least from 20 to 30 per cent. 
of their deposits in their cash fund in order to 
guard against financial stringency. The present 
law requires 15 per cent. of the deposits to be so 
kept, and when the flurry came a little more than a 
year ago some of the banks had scarcely 5 per cent. 
of their deposits in the cash fund. Such banking is 
vicious and extremely dangerous to the general 
business of the State and to the security of de- 
positors’ money. The Times has heretofore pub- 
lished a full resumé of the new banking act which 
will be submitted to the present Legislature. 

A theme familiar to the readers of The Times is 
the section of the Governor’s message referring to 
necessary reforms in the acts governing taxation. 
The complete separation of State from local taxa- 
tion is urged, somewhat after the manner of the 
amendment to the Constitution submitted to the 
people in November last and defeated by a narrow 
margin. Reference is made to the methods pursued 
in many other States and a study of these methods 
is recommended to the Legislature for models upon 
which a new act might be based. 

We give Gov. Gillett’s message in full to our Kad. 
ers this morning and we feel confident that it will 
command the attention of taxpayers generally. 


HE MOTHER’S BURDEN. 
If any one in this world should be allowed to 


escape the bearing of burdens it is a mother, but, 
as far as it appears to be the fact, it is she who is, 
in this day and generation, the greatest burden- 
bearer of all.

‘Los Angeles not long ago by a woman who said 


that schoolgirls are overdressed. The charge is, 
unfortunately, true. Most young girls of these 
times are overdressed, whether they are in attend- 
ance at the schools or occupy themselves in the 
stores or as stenographers and typewriters. 

It would be, indeed, a matter of little or no con- 
sequence to what extravagance a girl ran in her 
ideas of dress were she able to enjoy her tastes 
at the expense of her own purse, employing 
modistes and mantua-makers and the like to do her 
work for her. But only the daughter of rich par- 
ents is able to do that. The average schoolgirl ob- 
tains her good clothes at the expense of her en- 
slaved mother, who works herself sick in order that 
the girl may appear natty among her companions.

er maybe a calico; gown that mother made with 
about three swipes of the scissors and six or seven 
wild runs on the sewing machine. But how sweet 
they were withal—the girls of long ago; cheeks 
like the peach tree in blossom and steps like the wild 
fawns of the forests. No tailored gown was needed 
then to make a young girl the envy of angels, nor 
is it needed now if the girls could be induced to see 
it that way. 

It is all very well, this matter of dress, but let 
us pray that some way may be found to take the 
curse of it off mother. Let us hope with all our

HE LAWLESS CITY. | 

A criminologist of repute, who has been mak- 
ing a study of New York, asserts that it is a law- 
less town, crowded with crooks and criminals of 
every description with whom the very conductors 
on the street cars are in league and which is pa- 
thetically unprotected b, a weak and mismanaged 
police force.

Build a big 
city wherever you will and the outcasts and outlaws 
will flock to it as naturally as carrion crows flock 
above a battlefield. 


The only solution that society has to offer for 
these conditions is the modern policeman, and he is 
the most monumental failure known to the science 
of government. The good policeman is a failure 
because he is totally unable to cope with the task 
set before him. The other kind of policeman, exist- 
ing in large numbers as he does, is an aid and not 
a hindrance to criminals. He is the plaything of 

lities. The very atmosphere he breathes soon dulls 

is sense of honesty and duty, and he turns to un- 
derhand work for his own benefit. 


The prospect which stares the city-dwelle> in 
the face is one that calls for the most serious 
thought and drastic action. But it may as well be 
understood at the start that there can be no hope 
for betterment until the people decide to place at 
the head of every city men who will do their simple 
duties without fear or favor. If such conditions ex- 
ist in New Vork as have been depicted, it is the 
fault of the Mayor of New York. He is either a dull 
man or a weak one, and be he one or the other he 
has no business in the office he occupies. 

Take any city in America as an example and it 
will be seen that a mayor who will enforce the laws 
can clear the municipality of undesirables almost in 


a day. All he need do is to call for the book of iaws | 


and to enforce each and every law found therein, 
let the result harm whom it will. That is all there 
is to it. In support of the contention it can be 
stated without fear of contradiction that there is 
not one great city in America that has a mayor 
who enforces the laws that he swore to enforce 
when he took his oath of office. 


THE NEW PLANET. 


BY WILLIAM H. KNIGHT. 

A London dispatch informs us that a new planet 
has been discovered beyond the orbit of Neptune. 
If confirmed by later advices this will be recog- 
nized as the most important astronomical discovery 
up to this date of the present century. The farthest 
known planet in the time of Galileo was Saturn, 


886,000,000 miles from the sun, with a period of 


29.5 years. In the year 1781 William Herschel 


‘sprang into world-wide fame by the discovery of 


Uranus, 1,781,000,000 miles away—just about dou- 
ble the distance of Saturn, with a period of eighty- 
four years. | 

Some perturbation in the orbit of Uranus led 
Ixverrier to engage in a series of abstruse calcu- 
lations which in 1846 resulted in locating the 
sition of an exterior planet, moving in an orbit 
2,791,000,000 miles from the sun—about 1,000,000,- 
000 miles beyond Uranus, with a period of 165 
years. 

Since the discovery of Neptune it has seemed an 
almost hopeless task to find another planet beyond 
that body. Though Neptune is of gigantic size, more 
than four times the diameter of the earth and sev- 
enteen times its volume, its enormous distance and 
the comparatively small amount of light it re- 
ceives, make it a very faint object in the telescope. 
Should the existence of another planet beyond Ne 
tune ve demonstrated it mast, reasoning — — 
oxy, be of great magnitude, enormously remote, and 
exceedingly faint. 

But during the past few years some perturba- 
tions have been observed in the orbit of Neptune 
which could not be explained by the attraction of 
the great planets nearer the sun. From this fact 
the existence of an exterior planet has been sur- 
mised, and speculations regardi its probable 
magnitude and the dimensions of its orbit have 
been indulged in. 

Judging by the intervals separating the other 
giant planets we should presume that the distance

WOODYARD WILL GIVE GOOD 
MEN A CHANCE. 


— - 


Busy Meeting of Charity Confer- 
. ence Committee and Bill for State 
Poor Farms is indorsed—Commit- 
tee to Investigate institutions for 
Care of Orphans and Others. 


At a meeting of the Charity Con- 


ference Committee at the Chamber of 
Commerce, yesterday morning. the 
Opening of a woodyard and employ- 
ment bureau for the benefit of the 
city’s poor was announced. The wood- 
yard will be run in connection with 
the Los Angeles Mission Society, and 
is located at Ninth and Wilson streets. 

All able-bodied men who hereafter 
Apply for assistance at the office of 
the Associated Charities, will be given 
car fare to the yard, and will then be 
set at plece-work until they have 
earned $3. They will have the priy!- 
lege of using the lodging-room and 
the cots for io cents a night while 
doing this. The system is designed to 
Go away with the impostors, who 
clamor for assistance, but who, when 
it comes to earning it, refuse to labor. 
An employment bureau will be run in 
connection with the yard, and as 
rapidly as possible, applicants for posi- 
tions will be placed. 

The committee adopted resolutions 
indorsing a bill to the State Legisia- 
ture to aid orphan children until they 
arrive at the age of 16, instead of 14 
years, as at present. Two State farms 
for indigent poor, one in the northern 
or central part, one in this sec- 
tion, were recommended, and Senator 
Thompson, who is working on legisia- 
tion of this character at present, win 
be advised of cotiperation from the Los 
Angeles charities. The idea of estab- 
lishing the farms is to prevent pauper 
Newcomers from the East and Middle 
West becoming too heavy a burden 
on the various cities and counties, 
which at present must stand the ex- 
pense of keeping them. 

Wide publicity will be given by the 
Society, to the fact that indigent sicx 
are not wanted here, because Los An- 
Seles cannot support an excessive 
number arriving every year from al! 
parts of the country. Standing com- 
mittees were appointed to investigate 
the condition. prevailing in the instt- 
tutions for the cere of orphans, 
Abandoned and illegitimate children, 
and for the care of tuberculosis pa- 
tients, and if possibile, to suggest fur- 
ther means for coping with the prob- 
lems. 

The committee also voted a resolu- 
tion against the presentation of an en- 
terteinment by any of the charitable 
Organisations on a percentage basis to 
outside people without getting the sanc- 
tion of the society. Frequently talent 
has given entertainments which have 
netted the charities perhaps $100, while 
those who made the presentation car- 
ried off three or four times that much, 
Dr. George H. Kress presided at the 
meeting.
